Ax Imperial edict haa been iasued by the 
Throng, commanding Goneral Sung, Com- 
mander-in.Ohief of the Ohinese forces in 
Corea and Manchuria, to enquire into the 
causes of tho loss of Pingyang on the 28th 
of September, and olay ordering the im- 
tediate return to China, for an Imperial 
audionce, of Generals Yeh and Wei Jukusi, 
the fatter boing the commander of the 
Shang Division to whose mutinous conduct 
the disaster ia attributed. It is also stated 
that Li Han Obang, Vicoroy of the Two 


Kwang, has been ordered to Peking. |- 


Perhaps this ia tho ‘roasen why this 


dignitary has eogaged a special furce of 
fighting mon to guard his yamen in Canton, 
Yang i, Vice-President of tho Court of 
Censors, a native of Oanton, it is reported 
was the Cansor who caused alao this trauble 
to the Li brothers, the elder brother's 
removal from offise being attributed to fire 
charges made againat bin by this Wice- 
Presidant in a memorial to the Throne. 


Toe fire on board the Saghalien was 
discovered abont eight o’cloak on Monday 
morning, 22ad ingt., just when the loading 
of the Kobs cargu for Maraeilles had been 
completed, theatoamer having besa advertia~ 
ed to leave at nine o’clook. It was nof at 
first considered to be serions, and it was 
thought that the fire woald be extinguished 
without trouble by injecting steam into 
the bold and by battening down the 
hhatehway, but it way shortly afterwards 
discovered that mors drastic remedied 
would be required to put out the fire, After 
a portion of the cargo recently taken in tind 
bean removed, water waa pumped into the 
after compartments. by moans of the ship's 
howe, bat this not being enfficient for the 
purpose the assistance of the -Kobo Fira 
Brigade engines was obthined, and it was 
not till the afternoon that tho ofter com~- 
partmenta were completely flooded and the 
fire extingaished. Tho difficult jab of 
pumping the water out again then followed, 
aod by the evening all was completed, 
The damaged cargo was brought on to 
Shanghai. The cane of tho fire is un- 
known. 


Tae Peking and Tientsin Times says :—-We 
believa from inquiries that wa have made 
that the Japanese plava of invasions were 
in fact upsot by the naval fight off the Yalu; 
that the ships engagod in- that battle were 
so severely crippled that all, with the ex~ 
eoption of the Naniwa ken and tha Chiyada, 
had to be beached for temporary repairs 
bofora taking them over to Japan. It 
would also appear that the Jnpanese Go- 
vornment, misinfurmed aa te tho real resalt 
of that battle, intended at once to throw 
their troups upon the coast of Obihli, but 
afterwarda found ont that they had been 
misled by tho rose-coloured talagrams of 
Admirsl Tto, and that with the exception 
of the Nanitoz and the Chiyoda, they had 
no war ships tv convoy their transports. 
Thay must also have learnt from the un- 
daunted attitude of the two Chinese iron- 
clade at the close of tha fight, that those 
formidable antagonists had atill to “be 
reckoned with. In fact it may be con- 
fidently said that the action of those two 
vessels, ia proving themsolyes not only a 
matoh For a large force of the bast Japanese 
ships, but superior to them, was the causa 
ofa ncrions change in the Japanese strategic 
plans and a distinct check to the rapid ad. 
yance movements they had contemplated. 
Jt is doubtful what has become of the 
transports with the 30.000 or more men 
whe were ombarked ot Hiroshima. It 
seems probable howover, that having boon 
diverted from their original destiuation, 
owing to the result of the naval battle, they 
have been sent to reinforce the army of 
Ping-yang and Yi-chow. Be that as it 
may, the Japaneac cannot attempt apy 
landing on this coast until they havo 
fought and destroyed the Chineae irou- 
clads. Those ironclads, as well as the 
other Chinese men-of-war, are now ready 
again ta diepute the mastery of the gen in 
Qhinexo waters,’—Lu spite of the dictum of 
the P. and T. Times the Japanoss have 
landed in Ohineaa territory without waiting 
to fight and destray the Chinese ironclad. 
This is another proof of the danger of being 
dogmatic during the progress of a wat. 


Tr in satisfactory io know that China is 
continaing to bring forward a trastworthy 
class of officers for her men-of-war (saya 
the W.-C. Daily News.) The annual ip- 
spection and examination of the Imperial 
Naval College at Nanking has been. post- 
poned by H.K. tha Viceroy till the ond of 
the Obinese. year, probably on account of 
the pressure of other public business.

RESPONBLBILITY FOR THE WAR, 
A JAPANESE OPINION. ° 

On the 23rd inst. we published a telegram 
from our Special War Correspondent, to the 
effect that doouments had been laid before 
the Japanese Diet fully exeulpating Japan 
an the charge of precipitating hostilities. 
The Japan Mail ot the 22nd inst. publiahes 
the dooumente, and comments ag follows :— 


We publish to-day authorized copies of 
the deapatehes that passed between the 
Goveruments in Peking and Tokyo im- 
mediately hefore the breaking out of the 
present war, end that were Jaid by Count 
Ito before the House of Peers on the 19th 
inatant, The despatahes cover the period 
from June 7th to July Ith. The gist ul 
their contants has already been made known 
to the public but will now, déubtless, roceive 
oredence not hitherto extended to it, So 
abort and succinet is the correspondence that 
we might, pertiaps, be content to submit it 
forour readers’ perusal without any oomment. 
+A synopsis, however, may be found con- 
veniont. 

On Jane 7th we find each empire notify- 
ing the other, through their reapestive diplo. 
matic representative in Peking and Tokyo, 
that a despatch of troops to the pevinsule is 
contemplated. The preaias aynchronism of 
the notice shows that one side, at least, must 
have been aware of the other's purpose, and 
muat have timed ite owa procedure accor. 
dingly. Japan possessed such knowledge, 
| She knew that China had bean asked to give 
armed uid to the Korean Govero teat (or ra- 
ther to the faction then boldisg administra- 
tive sway in the peninsular Kingdom) ; she 
knew that China was about lo comply, and 
she resolved that the occasion had come for 
applying some final remedy tu Korsa’s per- 
petual disturbances with all thear dangerous 
eontingenties, Chinu’s wolive jor sending 
troops was to quell the josurrection of the 
t Tong hake, to reaffirm her own domination 

in the peninstla, aud to re-seab firmly io 
the administrative snddle men under whose 
wuidance the country was losing ull ecpacity 
Yor independence.

Up to this point, the two empires were 
atrielly within their conventivoal rights. 
j Each was br treaty entitled to sead troops to 

the peninsula provided that notice was given 
to the other, : 

China, in giving notioa, decaribed Korea 
as her ‘tributary Srate.' She thue thrust 
into the forefront of the disougaion a oonten- 
tion that Japan, from conviliatury motives, 
would bave shruok from approaching, Once 
, formally advanced, however, the claim had 
ito be challenged. In the treaty of amity 
;and commerce concluded many yeara pre- 
viously between Jupau and Korea, the two 
high coutracting parties were explicitly de- 
clared to possess the same national atatus, 
Jopan could out agreo thet a Power whioh 
for two desades she had acknowledged and 
trented as her equal, should be openly olass- 
ed asa tributary of China, 

The Chinese statesmen took no notice of 
Jepan’s protest, but continued to apply the 
disputed appellation to Korea. Io their 
uext deapatoh that country gain figured as 
a ‘tributary State,” They further asserted 
their asaumption of sovereignty in the penin- 
aula by seeking to act limite to the number 
of troops sent by Jupan, a8 well as to the 
sphere ef their employment, Io fact, they 
made it unmistakably plain that they 
intended to assume complete away in the 
settlement of Korean affairs, and to relegate 
Japan to the position of a mere outsider, 

Japan replied by aguia protesting against
